IN MONEY GRAZE

Hatfield Poisoned His Indian
Wife While Insane Over Lost
Sum Paid Back

STOLEN BY THE POSTMASTER

Latter Confeassed and Made Partial
Restitution—Detalls Told by United
Btates Inspectors Following Hat.
field's Death in Prisan.

Washington, D. C. - The e¢lream.
stances which led up to the hoprison-
ment of Iarrison Hatfleld for killing
his wife were made public here by
PPost Offlea Inspoectors following his
death in the penlientiary at Mounds-
ville, West Va.

Hatfleld was a meniber of the no-
torious family which was involved for
yeard In a feud with the McCoys. He
lived near Horsepen In the mountaing
of West Virginia, He was wldely
known ns "Old Hateher™ and was a
leader of the Hatflelds In the McCoy-
Hatfield feud, which raged In several
counties on the borders of West Vir
ginla and Kentucky.
wns shot out during a rald which the
Hatflelds mnde into Kentucky peveral
years ago. The Hatflelds owned large
arens of land In West Virginla from
which they reallzed considerabla
money,

“0Old Hatcher” deposited $2,854 In
the Guyan Valley Hank at Logan,
West Va, Subsequently, having need
of the money, he authorized Alexan-
der M. Trent, Postmnster at Horsepen,
to direct the bank to forward the
money to him by registered lotter.
Hatfleld called at the Post Office re-
peatedly for the regiatered letter, but

when It arrived, on Aprill 24, 1907, |
he had left the office only a short |

time before to msslst an {ntoxlcated
man who could not sit astride his
mule alone, Hatfleld directed Post-
master Trent to take special care of
the letter, lest It be destroyed by fire
at the Post Office.

Early the following morning the
post office was destroyed by fire, the
contents of the same alone beling
saved.

Hatfleld's letter was pot in the safe,
Postmaster Trent declared he had
placed the letter with the ordinary
mall, all of which was burned.

An investigation of the fire and of
the disappearance of the letter was
made by Post Office Inspectors. It
was diseovered that Postmaster Trent
had once obtalned n typewriter from
n Chicago concern by fraudulent rep-
resentations, to which he confessod.
Later, Trent and his father were in-
dicted for having stolen the reglistered
letter.

Trent finally confessed the theft
and made propositions looking to the
refunding of the money. He produced
from a jar hidden under his barn the

sum of $1,280, which, with §5600 ob- |
tained from his bondsmen, was turned |

over to Hatfleld. Trent was convict-
ed of the crime, but he escaped from
jall and Is now a fugltive from fustice,

Becoming Inanne from worry over
the loss of hls money and the sud-
den elation at the recovery of & con-
siderable part of it, Harrleon Hat-
fleld polsoned his wife, who was an
Indian woman. e was sentenced to
the penitentiary for life, and there
he dled. It was not until his death

that the Post Office Inspectors folt |

justified in revenling all the facts in
the case.

$§4 upward. Bwitzerland, France and
Germany have g0 far been the chief
cuatomers.

The
young man, who is a director In the
Northern Paclfic Rallway Company,
has studled rallway finance with the
same system that he went about the
study of banking upon hls graduation
from Harvard University in 1898,

Young Morgan was born [n 1867 in
New York City. Since his graduation
from Harvard he has kept up & per-
sonal Interest in the instttution and
he I8 now one of the overseers of the
university, He began his business
career in Boston, where for two years
he worked as clork in the banking
house of Peabody & Company. He
then came to New York, and after a
short time epent in his father's office
he was admitted to n partnership In
the firm of J. Plerpont Morgan &
Company. He worked for six or seven
yvears, and so diligently did he keep
his nose to the grindstone that little
or nothing was heard of him by the
outslde world,

Young Morgan next went to Lon-
don, where he was given a member
ship in the firm establighed by his
grandfather, as Morgan & Company.
He remained there for flve years, al-
ternating between London and Parls
in the latter city in the affairs of the
hounse of Morgan, Harrls & Company,
In 1004 he was permitted by his fath-
er to return to New York eity and
prepare for the responsibilities which
would be his when hia father shall de-
eide he Is eapable of bearing the bur-
den. Mr. Morgnan, 8r,, has planned to
retire from the netivities of business
life just as rapidly as he can unload
the responsibllity upon a younger and
sturdier palr of Morgan shoulders.
